Before a large crowd of specta-

The Fre.shmen never had 
a chance to win, and had it not 
btH'n for the excessive high re-

than it was. This may at first 
seem improbable, but it is really 
'true, for their freciuent tumbles 
weiT all that prevented the above 
said Sophs from scoring at least 
four touchdowns in each half, and 
tlic.se fumbles were the direct re- 
sult of tlie Stiphs’ regard for the 
Athletic Association, for tliey were 
told to be very careful not to 
flamage any of the football stuff 
lent for the occasion, and very 
obediently they handled the bor- 
iTiwed football very tenderlj' — so 
very tenderly that frequently their 
very footfalls jarred the football 
out of their grasp. Another con- 
sideration which l«?pt the Sophs 
from piling up a huge score was
